Code  Interpretation 
Limits  Aid  To  Athletes

(Ed.  Note — This  is  the  second  is  a series  of  articles  dealing 
with  the  Brigham  Young  University  Athletic  situation.) 

Out  of  the  520  some-odd  financial  helps  provided  this  year  for 
Brigham  Young  University  students,  athletes  receive  approximately 
118  or  23  per  cent. 

As  listed  by  the  Scholarship  Committee,  the  helps  can  be  broken 


down  into  four  categories.  They 
are:  Achievement  awards,  schol- 
arships, grants-in-aid  and  cash 
awards.  It  must  be  emphasized 
that  these  only  include  tuition 
and  institutional  fees. 

Achievement  Awards 

Achievement  awards  are  given 
for  outstanding  service  in  a par- 
ticular field.  These  fields  include 
art,  forensics,  music,  journalism, 
speech,  religion,  nursing  and 
leadership.  Up  to  last  summer 
when  the  Mountain  States  Ath- 
letic Code  was  changed,  the 
achievement  awards  were  given 
to  athletes.  This  is  not  allowed 
at  the  present  time  and  the  82 
athletes  (sophomores,  juniors, 
and  seniors)  now  receiving  aid 
through  these  awards  will  gradu- 
ally dwindle  as  they  graduate. 

Scholarships,  of  which  there 
are  207,  are  given  to  those  with 
high  academic  standing.  Three 
athletes  have  scholarships.  • 
Grants-In-Aid 

Of  the  83  grants-in-aid  donated 
by  the  university,  33  are  held  by 
athletes.  Only  qualification  need- 
ed is  to  have  been  in  the  upper 
2/3  of  the  graduating  high  school 
class  (if  a freshman)  or  in  good 
academic  standing  (if  a univer- 
sity student). 

The  third  paragraph  of  the 
statement  of  principles  of  the 
Mountain  States  Code  (found  on 
page  4)  states  that  “demonstrat- 
ed academic  ability  and  economic 
need”  are  also  possible  factors 
to  consider. 

Economic  Need 

This  “economic  need”  clause 
has  been  termed  ambiguous  by 
many  people,  among  them  Presi- 
dent Wilkinson,  and  is  the  one

Student  Aid  In  Job  Finding

written  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the  work  of  the  Place- 
ment Bureau.) 

Worried  about  your  future?  What  kind  of  work  do  you  want  to 
do  after  graduation?  What  are  you  doing  to  prepare  for  finding  a 
job? 

For  aid  in  answering  these  questions  the  Placement  Bureau, 
located  in  the  northeast  corner  of  the  Student  Services  center  should 
be  visited. 

The  Placement  Bureau  was  established  at  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity at  the  beginning  of  the  1952-53  school  year,  following  a 
considerable  trend  in  universities  toward  developing  central  place- 
ment service.  B.  Keith  Duffin  was  appointed  as  Director  of  Place- 
ment. 

Desirable  Situations 

The  helping  of  senior  and  graduate  studerits  to  become  located 
in  desirable  employment  situations  upon  graduation  is  the  main  func- 
tion of  the  bureau. 


Employers  come  from  all  over  the  country  representing  a con- 
siderable variety  of  industry  and  business  establishments.  They  are 
interested  in  considering  young  college  graduates  for  positions  with 
their  firms.  The  Placement  Bureau  arranges  for  seniors  and  gradu- 
ates to  be  interviewed  by  these  company  representatives. 

Company  Representatives 

Each  school  year,  especially  during  the  late  winter  and  spring, 
company  representatives  are  at  the  office  almost  daily.  Very  often 
representatives  from  several  companies  will  be  at  the  Placement 
Bureau  at  the  same  time. 

All  senior  and  graduate  students  are  invited  to  register  with  the 
bureau  so  that  each  may  be  informed  of  the  visits  of  company  rep- 
resentatives offering  jobs  for  persons  in  his  major  field. 

The  placement  office  also  has  accumulated  as  much  information 
as  possible  to  help  the  student  who  wishes  to  know  about  jobs.  In  the 
office  is  information  about  many  different  companies. 

Library  is  Open 

In  the  southeast  corner  of  the  office  is  the  library,  which  is  open 
at  all  times  during  the  day  to  those  who  wish  to  read  the  brochures 
of  the  various  companies.  Job  opportunities  are  also  posted  on  the 
bulletin  boards  in  the  office  and  in  the  entrance  hall  of  the  Service 
center. 

There  may  be  found  in  the  Placement  Bureau  information  about 
current  job  openings.  There  are  also  company  lists  in  case  of  written 
applications. 

The  bureau  does  not  attempt  to  take  over  the  job-finding  func- 
tion of  the  student,  as  that  responsibility  is  primarily  his.  Together 
with  the  college  and  department,  the  Placement  Bureau  attempts  to 
help  the  student  prepare  himself  to  find  work.

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DENYING  DEMOCRACY 

Inter-organizational  Council  met  last  Monday  night.  The  Council, 
which  has  been  established  to  allow  organizations  to  air  their  prob- 
lems and  iron  out  their  difficulties,  went  about  its  business  of  doing 
just  that. 

IOC  has  108  representatives.  Thirty-nine  of  these  representa- 
tives were  absent  Monday  night. 

Students  at  the  Brigham  Young  University  have  almost  a 
unique  opportunity  to  govern  themselves.  Students  handle  stu- 
dent problems,  and  the  administration  allows  students  a large 
amount  of  freedom  and  places  a great  deal  of  trust  in  the  stu- 
deaitbody. 

If  the  members  of  the  studentbody  are  to  retain  this  right  of 
virtual  self  government,  they  must  meet  the  responsibilities  which 
are  an  inseparable  part  of  privilege. 

The  question  of  attendance  has  troubled  officers  of  not  only  IOC, 
but  of  Legislative  council  as  well.  It  is  evident  /that  many  students 
elected  to  represent  their  organizations  or  their  classes  feel  that  the 
meetings  are  not  of  sufficient  consequence  to  merit  their  presence. 
Anfl  work  is  being  done  to  increase  the  prestige  and  responsibility 
of  both  organizations. 

However,  improvement  must  come  from  within.  If  the  legis- 
lative bodies  on  campus  are  unable  to  perform  their  very  neces- 
sary functions  with  efficiency,  may  we  suggest  that  staying 
away  will  not  remedy  the  situation,  and  it  may  result  in  the 
loss  of  some  very  important  privileges.

cited  by  several  conference 
schools  when  they  offer  numer- 
ous aid  grants  to  prospective  ath- 
letes. Unlike  many  school  repre- 
sentatives, President  Wilkinson 
interprets  this  rule  very  strictly 
and  as  a result  a comparatively 
limited  number  of  grants-in-aid 
are  given  to  BYU  athletes. 

The  last  help,  cash  awards,  are 
issued  only  to  students  other 
than  athletes  because  .number 
seven,  section  three  (restrictions) 
of  the  code  forbids  it. 

And  in  Summary 
In  summary,  the  BYU  athlete 
is  being  relieved  of  financial 
helps.  The  code  restricts  him 
from  receiving  achievement 
awards  (as  of  this  year)  and 
cash  awards.  Evidently,  because 
of  the  pressure  and  time  involved 
by  athletics,  very  few  can  qualify 
for  a scholarship. 

Judging  from  the  number  of 
athletes  enrolled  at  several  con- 
ference universities  the  grants- 
in-aid  issued  at  BYU  are  small 
in  number.  Because  of  the  eco- 
nomic clause  the  situation  won’t 
get  much  better  unless  BYU  ath- 
letes are  given  more  considera- 
tion— someway  or  other.

(Ed.  Note This  particular  section  of  the  Mountain  States  Athletic  Conference  Operating  Code  is  published  with  the  hope  that  all  students 

will  acquaint  themselves  with  the  basic  rules  governing  conference  athletic  policy.  This  section  includes  most  of  the  controversial  rules.).

Statement  of  Principles  ......  . . . 

American  colleges  and  universities  have  historically  striven  to 
make  educational  opportunity  available  to  all  worthy  students,  with- 
out regard  to  economic  status.  To  that  end,  every  institution  should 
make  continued  efforts  to  increase  the  number  of  available  scholar- 
ships and  grants-in-aid  for  students  of  unquestioned  academic  ability 
who  are  in  need  of  financial  help.  These  scholarship  funds  are  doors 
to  educational  opportunity.  As  such  they  constitute  a trust,  to  be 
administered  in  ways  consistent  with  a college’s  educational  objec- 
tives for  the  benefit  of  young  men  and  women  of  outstanding  ability 

The^ixst  essential  in  combatting  proselyting  and  subsidization 
of  athletes  is  to  require  that  all  financial  aid  to  any  student,  in 
money  or  in  kind,  except  that  which  comes  from  his  own  family,  be 
administered  by  the  institution  under  procedures  established  for 
administering  scholarships  and  grants-in-aid  to  all  students.  Alumni 
groups  civic  organizations,  and  individuals  are  encouraged  to  con- 
tribute’funds  for  the  support  of  worthy  students,  but  each  institu- 
tion shall  require  that  all  such  funds  be  deposited  with  the  institu- 
tion for  disbursal  and  control  under  published  policies. 

Institutions  shall  award  and  renew  all  grants-in-aid  to  stu- 
dents on  the  fundamental  basis  of  demonstrated  academic  ability 
and  economic  need.  Promise  of  superior  performance  in  extra- 
curricular activities,  including  athletics,  may  be  one  of  the  fac- 
tors considered  in  awarding  grants-in-aid.  It  should  never  be  the 
sole  factor  or  even  the  primary  one.  Athletes  holding  grants-in- 
aid  shall  be  required  to  meet  the  same  standards  of  academic 
performance  and  economic  need  as  are  required  of  all  other 

recipients^thietes  shall  be  iimited,  both  in  amount  and  in  time,  to 
(he  student’s  actual  educational  expenses  incurred  during  his  first 
four  undergraduate  years. 

No  award  shall  be  conditioned  by  agreement  on  the  part  of  the 
‘■tudent  to  participate  in  athletics.  No  award  shall  be  withdrawn  for 
reasons  other  than  failure  to  meet  the  same  conditions  of  scholar- 
ship and  need  of  those  under  which  the  award  was  initially  made. 

If  the  athlete  meets  his  expenses  wholly  or  in  part  from  employ- 
ment he  shall,  like  every  other  student,  be  required  to  give  an 
honst  hour  of  work  for  every  hour’s  wage.  r 

Each  institution  shall  publish  an  accurate  statement  of  the  quali- 
fications for  each  available  type  of  scholarship  and  grants-in-aid. 

Furthermore,  all  awards  shall  be  stated  in  writing  to  the  stu- 
dents when  the  awards  are  made,  and  the  institution  shall  be  held 
strictly  accountable  for  adhering  to  those  conditions. 

Rules 

1.  Soholarshops  _ , . _ . . ... 

Scholarships  may  be  awarded  to  athletes  by  member  institu- 
tions on  the  basis  of  demonstrated  academic  ability  if  such  schol- 
arships are  described  in  the  catalogs  of  the  institutions  and  are 
availble  to  all  students.  ......  . 

Any  scholarship  not  described  in  the  catalog  of  an  institution  and 
available  to  an  athlete  must  have  the  approval  of  the  Conference. 

2.  Grants-in-aid  , A ...  . . ...  ..  , , 

Grants-in-aid,  not  to  exceed  tuition  and  institutional  fees,  may 
be  awarded  to  qualified  students  who  are  athletes.  (Stated  institu- 
tional fees  are  defined  as  those  fees  that  are  required  of  all  stu- 
dents matriculating  in  the  institution  and  do  not  include  any 

be^ligible  for  an  award  of  a grant-in-aid  a student  must  meet 
such  of  the  following  requirements  as  apply: 

(a)  A freshman  must  have  been  academically  rated  as  in  the 
upper  two-thirds  of  his  high  school  graduating  class.  For 
the  first  year  such  award  shall  be  awarded  on  an  annual 
basis. 

(b)  A student,  other  than  a freshman,  must  be  in  good  aca- 
demic standing  and  not  on  probation.  Such  award  shall  be 
received  on  a quarterly  or  semester  basis. 

This  grant-in-aid  may  be  withdrawn  at  any  time  for  academic  or 
other  good  and  sufficient  reasons  if  in  the  judgment  of  the  issu- 


original  terms  of  the  grant-in-aid. 

3.  Training  Table 

The  provisions  of  the  following  plan  may  not  be  exceeded  in 
respect  to  the  training  table: 

(a)  Three  meals  per  day  and  housing  accommodations  will  be 
allowed  for  eligible  varsity  football  squad  members  during 
the  preliminary  season  practice. 

(b)  Preliminary  season  practice  is  defined  as  the  period  be- 
tween the  opening  date  of  football  practice  and  the  day 
preceding  the  date  on  which  all  university  classes  officially 
begin. 

(c)  From  and  including  the  beginning  day  of  all  university 
classes  three  meals  per  day  will  be  allowed  for  eligible 
varsity  football  squad  members  until  the  end  of  the  foot- 
ball playing  season. 

(d)  No  cash  will  be  allowed  to  varsity  football  squad  members 
in  lieu  of  meals  not  eaten  at  training  table. 

(e)  Three  (3)  meals  per  day  will  be  allowed  for  eligible  varsity 
basketball  squad  members  from  and  including  December 
1 each  year  until  the  end  of  the  basketball  playing  season. 

(f)  No  cash  will  be  allowed  to  varsity  basketball  squad  mem- 
bers in  lieu  of  meals  not  eaten  at  training  table. 

(g)  The  allowances  defined  above  for  members  of  varsity  bas- 
ketball squad  may  be  made  available  to  eligible  varsity  ice 
hockey  squad  memberes  at  the  University  of  Denver. 

(h)  No  training  table  will  be  allowed  for  other  sport  squads. 

4.  The  Employment  of  Athletes 

An  athlete  at  a member  institution  may  accept  such  employ- 
ment as  he  chooses  provided: 

(a)  He  is  performing  useful  work. 

(b)  He  is  being  paid  at  a rate  of  pay  not  to  exceed  $1.00  per 
hour  or  at  the  prevailing  rate  for  on-campus  employment 
or  in  the  locality  for  the  same  work. 

(c)  He  is  working  on  the  job  all  the  time  for  which  he  is  being 
paid. 

(d)  He  reports  off-campus  employment  to  the  appropriate  uni- 
versity officer. 

(e)  All  such  employment  must  be  administered  by  the  same 
office  or  offices  which  administer  other  student  employ- 

v ment. 

(f)  No  preferential  right  to  employment  shall  be  given  to  ath- 
letes. However,  such  athletes  regularly  employed  may  be 
given  preference  for  employment  in  physical  education  or 
athletic  facilities. 

5.  Textbooks  and  Classroom  Supplies 

Textbooks  and  other  classroom  supplies  may  not  be  made 
available  to  athletes  except  as  they  are  made  available  to,  all  stu- 
dents. 

6.  Commitments 

Commitments  of  aid  granted  under  these  regulations  shall  be 
subject  to  change  at  the  end  of  each  year  by  the  constituted 
authority  of  the  Conference,  and  every  athlete  receiving  any  aid 
of  any  kind  shall  be  so  notified  at  the  time  he  is  granted  such  aid. 

7.  Restrictions 

(a)  The  aggregate  of  all  institutional  aid  authorized  under  this 
Section,  including  scholarships,  grants-in-aid,  training  table, 
and  employment  awarded  to  any  individual  shall  not  exceed 
tuition,  fees,  board  and  room.  Board  and  room  rates  on 
each  institutional  campus  shall  not  exceed  their  established 
dormitory  rates. 

(b)  No  othdr  aid  than  that  provided  in  the  foregoing  shall  be 
accepted  by  athletes,  except: 

(1)  The  normal  support  of  parents,  relatives  by  blood  or 
marriage,  or  guardians. 

(2)  Remunerations  from  bona  fide  off-campus  employ- 
ment. 

(3)  Bona  fide  loans. 

(4)  Aid  available  to  all  other  students.
